My Friends: 


As some NCNAers might now know, Your Editor has accepted the position of Assistant Editor, for 
North of the Tehachapis, for our compatriot state organization's quarterly CALCOIN NEWS, published by 
the California State Numismatic Association (CSNA) 


Knowing my longtime vocal animosity toward CSNA and my repeated refusal to serve CSNA in any 
capacity, some may wonder why my reversal. 


In addressing this really insignificant matter into a much more substantial issue, Your Editor needs-- 
as we all--to remind himself--and for you, all of us--that one is always part of the problem and--if he or she is 
really honest to him or herself and everyone--must become part of the solution. 


It is easy to complain. Construction requires work and labor. It is easy to criticize. Cooperation 
requires patience and endurance. It is easy to condemn. Consideration requires tolerance and humility, and it 
is easy to curtail. Contributing requires sacrifice and generosity, usually from one's pocketbook or own selfish 
time. 


CSNA may not have done much, if anything, for me. Its prior Editor cancelled my enduring, and 
something not interesting, Series on the 1946 Iowa Statehood Centennial Commemorative Half Dollar; 
however, the reversal of my attitude--and remember there are always two sides--is to be open, admitting 
publicly that myself has done nothing for CSNA. In short, what is good for the goose, good or bad, is also 
good for the gander, good or bad. 


Construct. Cooperate. Consider, and Contribute. These words imply positive action and attitude, 
whereas the words of complaint, criticize, condemnation, and curtailment mean only the negative. Those 
words even sound obnoxious.
